Camp Eu fills a summer need 


m In only its third 
year, camp’s goals 
are being met 


When Camp EJ started three sum- 
mers ago, parents had no trouble en- 
rolling their children into the pro- 
gram. There was plenty of room. 

Now the summer camp is burst- 
ing at the seams. 

The camp. which runs for eight 
weeks in the summer and is based out 
of the East Jordan Elementary 
School. in only its third year has 
reached its capacity of 400 summer 
campers, or 50 per week. In fact, this 
week 58 campers are enrolled. 

And it is paying its own way. 

The camp was started the summer 
of 1997 as a cooperative effort be- 
tween the East Jordan School District 
and city government. 

The goal was to provide aclivities 
for children during the summer 
months, 

That goal has been achieved. 

“Tt has worked incredibly well,” 
said school superintendent Chip 
Hansen. “It has been a terrific mar- 
riage. 

The camp was started after the 


school district discovered through its” 


long-range planning’ process that 
there was. a need for day care and 
summer alternatives for kids. “That 
camé through: loud and clear,”

Hansen said. 

The budget for this year’s camp 
is $22,000. Camper fees cover all but 
$2,000 which comes from grants and 
donations. 

In the first year, the camp served 
187 campers. Last summer, 370 
campers participated. This summer, 
in excess of 400 children, the camp’s 
capacity, are soaking up the sun at 
Camp EJ.

What sets Camp EJ apart from 
other day camps, Parrish said. are the 
field trips it offers. “We try to make 
she said.

Visits this year have included the 
Traverse City Zoo, Hartwick Pines 
near Grayling, Charlevoix County 
Humane Society, the sand dunes near 
Charlevoix, and Raven Hill Discov- 
ery Center. 

Of the 50 children attending each 
week, about half have participated in 
all the sessions. The majority of 
campers are from East Jordan and 
Boyne City. There are also a few from 
Charlevoix and Ellsworth. 

Interest is so high in the camp, 
Parrish said, that for certain weeks 
she has had to tum kids away. 

In addition to Parrish, the camp 
has five counselors: Mike Mazzella, 
Renee Perreault, Gretchen Knight, 
Holly Petkewicz, and James Gee. 

“T love it. It’s fun,” Parrish said.

Not this 
evening after dinner, but after the sun has set. at 
dusk, right after the gold has (aded but before 
impermeable darkness sets in. [gnore the mosqui- 
tos, if you can, and tread carefully. Bring the dog 
or the cat if you want. something quiet. 

The first thing you H notice is that the visual 
dynamic. of course. has changed: what was. an 
hour before. a bright. sharply detined expanse of 
color and torm is now a driftof shadow, percenved 
only in outlines and perimeters. Blooms are no 
longer the primary aspect. The garden is no 
longer a group of individual objects: thas 
become a blended. anitied mass. 

There are other changes, too, We all. | think. 
know the smell of a summer night. But the scent 
of a garden after dark oes beyond that: with the 
cooler air, and the visual element muted. the scent 
of the garden itself is altered. If is stronger. 
headier. The plants make the air smell cleans lush, 
vital. 

Look up. Instead of blue jays and chickadees. 
you may see bats and swallows swoop in their 
inimitable ways, plucking moths and other night 
insects from the air. On the garden fevel. the bees 
and butterflies have called ita day. but as you 
walk the garden path, you might scare up a toad or 
two. or be startled by the springing of a wayward 
cricket. 

Listen, The crows and cardinals have had their 
last word tor the day: instead. the crickets and 
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frogs. and other unseen nocturnal vocalists, are 
creating their own music. And even within the 
city limits. if becomes quiet enough to hear things 
that go unnoticed during the day. In the darkness 
of my in-town backyard, | can hear running water 
somewhere in the distance, the source of which | 
ull havent determined. 

And tf you dike. try vour atter-dark stroll 
barefoot: in the waning light. the feel of cool grass 
or stone paths adds vet another sensory element to 
your garden experience, 

Remember. as you're lingering, 10 use this asa 
chance to remind yourself that the garden iy not 
just about watering and weeding. pinching and 
pruning: Ws not just about what plant should go 
Where, and what's starting to bloom now, and 
what's past its peak. And it’s certainly not about 
how much money sou've been able to invest, or 
whether or notit measures up to all those gardens 
you see in the magazines, or even the garden next 
door. 

Itis about having @ place to go to recharge your 
batteries, lo heighten your senses, and to simply be 
quiet with yourself. [tix about creating and 
experiencing some peice tin what can be a hectic 
world. Iis, maybe most importantly. about 
viewing the world with some sense of wonder and 
awe. recapturing the kind of appreciation for 
simplicity we all once had. when we were kids. 

Once youve taken the stroff alone. invite a 
trend or a loved one to join vou. Afterwards, sit 
nearby. on the patio. on the deck. or the lawn, and 
watch the stars evidence themselves. Look for 
fireflies, or Whatever other nighttime surprises 
might turn up. And. most ot all, don't spend too 
much time thinking about it just sit back, relax, 
and take iall in.

Area Hospital 


Charlevoix Area Hospital held its 
annual meeting July 20 at the hospi- 
tal, where three board members were 
re-elected. 

Richard Fish, D.D.S, of Boyne 
City, Sulane Hamilton of Charlevoix, 
and Mary Jason of East Jordan will 
each serve three more years on the 
board. They were all unopposed in 
their re-election. 

Other business included the pre- 
sentation of the hospital's financial 
report by treasurer Dr. Fish, the hos- 
pital guild annual report by Guild 
president Margaret Landman, and the 
president’s annual report by hospital 
president Bill Jackson. 

“It's the best year in this hospital's 
history, and we're real pleased with 
that,” said Jackson. 

The hospital billed patients a to- 
tal of $22,529,807 for all services, but 
due to contractual and charity care 
adjustments should receive 
$15,563,937 from patients. Other in- 
come totaled $360,921, for total op- 
erating income of $15,924,858, ac- 
cording to information provided by 
the hospital. 

Operating expenses for the year 
totaled $15,330,038. Operating in- 
come exceeded operating expenses 
by $594,820. Non-operating income 
totaled $291 208 including total con- 
tributions of $183,522, for a total of 
$886,028 for future needs. 

Jackson told the 40 people attend- 
ing the meeting that despite the 
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may

hospital’s continued growth, there are 
concerns for the future. 

“There is a cloud on the horizon, 
and that’s the effects of the Balanced 
Budget Act of 1997," Jackson said.

care reimbursements nationwide of 
$71 billion dollars over the next five 
years. Our share of that will be about 
$2 million. 

“We're being proactrve as an in- 
dustry and as an individual hospital,” 
Jackson said. 

The American Hospital Associa- 
tion and the Michigan Health and 
Hospital Association are lobbying 
legislatures and educating decision 
makers on the effects these cutbacks 
will have on hospitals throughout the 
nation, Jackson said. 

“We at Charlevoix Area Hospital 
have met with our U.S. Rep. Bart 
Stupak and Sen. Carl Levin and ex-

plained how these reimbursement 
reductions will impact us,” Jackson 
said. “We're starting to see some 
movement on the part of the legisla- 
ture,” 

Guild president Margaret 
Landman reported that in 1998 the 
62 members of the Guild volunteered 
7,538 hours of service to the hospi- 
tal — equivalent to four full-time 
employces. The Guild raised $8,063 
in 1998, with $6,000 going to the 
hospital's general fund, and the re- 
mainder was used to purchase needed 
equipment for the hospital including 
a large wheelchair. The Guild also 
provided four $400 continuing edu- 
cation scholarships for anyone in the 
medical field, Landman said. 

Hospital members also voted to 
change the Articles af Incorporation 
and Bylaws to convert the hospital 
from a membership corporation toa 
directorship corporation.

Listening to John Stevens talk sounds much like a Nike 
commercial —— Just do it. 

John did it. 

The result is the new Skateboard and Rollerblade Park in 
Boyne City which officially opened last Friday afternoon. 

While John and his skating partners were the main mov- 
ers for the park, they were not alonc. 

“This has been an exciting project because so many pople 
have been supportive of the work that these young people 
are doing,” said John Wurm. 4-H youth agent for Charlevoix 
County. 

4-H played a vital role in the park's success, organizing 
and harnessing the youthful energy of area skateboarders. 

The Charlevoix County Community Foundation also as- 
sisted, awarding the skateboarders a $1.500 grant to help 
build ramps and to purchase safety gear. 

The City of Boyne City did its part by covering the 
$15,000 cost to have the park paved. In the winter the skate- 
boarding park will serve as the recreational ice skating rink. 

But if there was one lightning rod, it was John Stevens 
Jr., a 17-year-old skateboarder and hockey player who will 
be a junior this year at Concord Academy Boyne. 

“One of the young people who has really stayed focused 
on this project from the start is John. He just set his focal 
point on making this happen and never looked back,” Wurm 
said. 

“It is important for young pcople to get behind their goals 
and then strive to make things happen. That is true leader- 
ship development at its best.” 

To those not familiar with skateboarding and 
rollerblading. it has a language all its awn. There are some 
terms, though, that should sound familiar — like ramps, rails, 
quarter and half pipes. The Boyne City park will have them 
all. 

The ramps, rails and quarter pipe were built by John and 
volunteers. The half pipe was donated. 

At last Friday's ribbon cutting ceremony, local boarders 
demonstrated their skills.

“We the undersigned citizens of 
Boyne City would like the city to 
buy the building and land known as 
the old Essex factory. We feel that 
at least this way the citizens of 
Boyne City will own a piece of our 
lakefront that the local people can 
enjoy. Put it to a vote and see how 
many people would vote for tax 
money to pay for this.” 

She gathered in excess of 350 
signatures on the petitions she 
turned into the city. 

She has collected nearly as 
many comments. 

“t wish all of you could have 
been with me while I was out 
getting these signatures,’ Howie 
wrote ina letter to the city commis- 
sion. “There are a lot of bitter 
people out there who are unhappy 
about losing all our lakefront.” 

In her unscientific poll of the 
community, Howie estimates that 
75 percent of the people she talked 
to would favor the city increasing 
taxes to fund lakefront purchases, 

But first, she believes the city 
should pursue grant money, 
something the city is already doing. 
Early this spring a grant application 
was submitted to the Department of 
Environmental Quality for a 
Waterfront Redevelopment Grant. 

The city requested $937,500 
from the DEQ with a $312,500 
local match. 

The property last sold in 1995 
for a price of $575,000. Although 
no appraisal was done for the grant 
application, the city consulted the 
Charlevoix County Department of 
Equalization which said lake 
frontage. at the low end, is now 
selling fora minimum of $2,000 
per foot. The grant was based on 

that estimate. : 

At Tuesday's city commission 
meeting, city clerk Sue Hobbs said 
the committee reviewing the grants 
has finished its work and forwarded 
recommendations to the governor's 
office. Hobbs said an announce- 
ment is expected soon. 

Howie has also visited with 
tepresentatives from the Lite 
Traverse Conservancy who said 
grants are available through the 
Michigan Trust Fund. 

Regardless of the success of 
grants, the city may be too late in 
making a bid for the property. 
According to Charlevoix attorney 
Dick Joseph, who represents the 
property’s owners, a signed offer 
has already been accepted. Joseph 
would not release any information 
about the possible sale other than to 
say the plan under consideration by 
the buyers will allow for public use 

of the property.
